There are 
several industries In and around Lima 
that can be easily organized, and 
when men see that the object is not 
for a selfish purpose, or to create 
strife and contention between em- 
ployer and employe, neither party 
will object. 
True, many on both 


sides think that tbe real mission of 
trades unionism is to advocate strikes 
and lockouts but tbls is far from tbe 
object in view. Bather is It our duty 
to create s better feeling and de- 
velope a more friendly Intercourse be- 
tween legitimate capital and honest 
labor, wntle a growing confidence 
will spring up in the hearts of both 
and a realization that one is neces- 
sary for the other's welfare and suc- 
cess.By all means let the Council start 
the open meetings, and that as soon 
as possible—for tbe winter Is waning 
on apse: icd at tbe next regular 
meeting let a committee be appoint- 
ed to attend to this matter, settle 
dates, get up the programme, invite 
the ministers ot the various churches, 
the business men and even the friend- 
ly manufacturers to speak at those 
meetings and get their views on tbe 
subject. But let us keep shy ot tbe 
professional politician, and by next 
September, when cur national Labor 
Day confronts us, we can show to the 
other cities ot the state that Lima 
can put up as huge and as enthusi- 
astic a celebration as any city ot its 
siz.9 in the Doited States.

The value of pearls varies, of 
course, with the quality aud general 
colors, but the piece; fcced and dust 
pearls always have a market price.

If many fine 
ones are oil the market at a time, they 
may be had at srasciiablo rates. Some 
years they bruitf almost any price. 
The last two years especial!, 
ers say, there lia* beou a great scarcity 
of fine pearls, although ttosre is no fall 
iug off m the supply of We small stuff. 


When a pi-arl exceeds one. carat in 


weight, it is soid separately. Under 
hat weight they are sold ill parcels and 
become loss valuable as they become

ounce and are rattd at about §9 per 
ounce. If, on the coctraiy, one paragon 
weighing an ounce (or ISO taratt.) was 
on sale, it would bring any amonnt 
from $:i(l.uOi> to §200.<H.U, accoidiug to 
iju:tlit'y.—Philaiii'lphia Times.

state occurred et Defiance last eight 
about ten o'clock. 


A few minutes before that boor 


three masked men entered James 
Flaanlgan's saloon. Two walked to 
tbe rear of the room where eleven 
men were sitting playing cards. One 
man walked up to the bar aad ordered 
Flannagan, who was cutting a piece 
ot cheese with a large knife, to hold 
up bis hands. Flaanlgaa believed 
the fellow to bn one of tbe boys of 
tbe town playing a Joke ead remark 
ed: "I am not afraid of that pod gun; 
I can do better with tbls," meaning 
tbe knife he was holding In bis band. 
The masked man shot and the bullet 
struck Flaanagan In tbe head, mak- 
ing aa ugly but not a serious 
wound.
